Report of the Superintendent. 


Gentlemen of the School Board : 


HAVE the honor to present to you, herewith, my third 
if annual report of the Public Schools of the City of Plainfield. 
The year has been marked by no special incident or change, 
but has been characterized by unusual smoothness in discipline 
and efficiency in work. 


CONDITION OF QFHE SCHOOLS. 


The general condition of the Schools is as follows:

In comparison with the record of last year, this shows an 
increase of 118 in the number of pupils enrolled, and an in- 
crease of 74 in the average attendance. 


ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The question of accommodations is one that is ever present 
to the Superintendent and the School Board, and, in Plainfield, 
it bids fair to assume the highest importance in the near future. 
In two years there has been an increase of more than three 
hundred in the enrollment of our Schools. Up to this time, 
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we have been able to provide for this increase by re-arrange- 
ment of classes, transfer of pupils, by putting some classes on 
half time, and in some cases by permitting over-crowding. By 
changing the interior of the Wadsworth house, two class- 
rooms were provided, but they are both now occupied by 
classes, so that there is not an unoccupied class-room in the city 
except at the Irving School, and these are not available to meet 
an increase except in that district. By changing the Stillman 
School and converting the Assembly Hall into a study-room, 
one class-room will be left vacant to meet the fall increase. 

The growth seems to be greatest 1n the Bryant School, half 
of the increased enrollment belonging to that district. Already 
one class has been transferred from that school to the Wads- 
worth house, to accommodate the increase in the lower grades, 
and if there is a corresponding increase in the Fall of ’95, it 
will be necessary to transfer another class. This will fill the 
room to be provided by the changes in the Stillman School and 
I see no practicable way of accommodating any more classes in 
any of the buildings.* This means that when the schools 
open in the Fall of 1896, it will be necessary to hire a store or 
some other room to accommodate the increase. While such a 
room may be made to contain a certain number of pupils, it 
must, from the nature of the case, be unsuitable for school 
work, inconvenient, and unhealthy. 

The fact should also be recognized, that no teacher can do 
the best. work when she has more than forty pupils assigned to 
her. In the colleges and other higher institutions of learning, 
twenty-five pupils is assumed as the capacity of a teacher. But 
the pupils in the lower schools are much less mature and need 
much closer guidance and oversight than college students ; it is 
evident, therefore, that where this number is largely exceeded, 
as was necessarily the case in five or six classes at the Bryant 
School last year, the result must be a poorer education and 
slower advancement for all the members of the class. If 


* Since the date of this report the change suggested has been made and the 
Bryant School is still crowded. 
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parents fully realized all that this means, there would be no 
question about the expense necessary to meet the full require- 
ments. With the great majority of children there are but a 
limited number of years that can be devotel to School: when 
they reach a certain age they must stop, whatever their stage 
of advancement may be. Ifa child attends school eight years, 
and, from no fault of his own, does only the work that he might 
have done in seven years under more favorable conditions, he 
is really robbed of one-eighth of his education. 

If this is true of any large number of pupils in any com- 
munity, it must result in loss, not only to the children them- 
selves, but also in the end, to the community 1n which they are 
to be citizens. In view of these facts I am compelled to call 
the attention of the Board to the necessity of increased accom- 
modations in the Bryant district. 

As to the policy which shall be pursued in providing add1- 
tional accommodations in the future, I believe it to be unwise 
to add to the present buildings or to concentrate more children 
at those points. The distance that many of the small children 
now have to walk is too great ; and instead of building larger 
schools it would be much better, as new accommodations are 
needed, to build smaller schools, containing six or eight rooms, 
for primary pupils, locating them where they will be nearest 
the homes of the smaller children. 

In this connection the following statistics may be of 
interest as showing the growth of the School system of the city :

One noticable fact shown by the above table, is that while 
there has been an increase of only ten in the number of children 
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in the city during the last three years, the School enrollment 
has increased more than three hundred. ‘The increase in en- 
rollment for five years is over five hundred. From this it seems 
proper to infer that the Schools were never more popular with 
the parents than they are to-day.

Of these teachers, forty are graduates of Training Classes, 
Normal Schools, or Colleges, and the others are teachers of long 
and succéssful experience. The standard of qualification in 
the appointment of teachers has wisely been kept very high, 
for without thoroughly prepared and capable teachers it is im- 
possible to have the best Schools. It is an excellent require- 
ment to insist upon, that a candidate for appointment must be 
able to show a diploma from a Normal School or College or 
present evidence of a long and very successful experience. The 
only question which should decide the appointment of a teacher 
is efficiency and it should also be the only means by which a 
position can be retained ; much of the efhciency of our Schools 
is due to the prevalence of that rule in the employment of our: 
teachers. 

Our teachers, almost without exception are readers of 
School Journals and school books, and are regular in their at- 
tendance upon teachers’ meetings, called by the special teach- 
ers and the Superintendent. 
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METHODS AND AIMS. 


In methods of instruction, while we are not in haste to 
adopt that which is new and untried, we do aim to use modern 
approved methods. Keeping in mind that really the most im- 
portant and valuable results of education are power and char- 
acter, we strive to develop these in each child in as great a de- 
gree as the conditions will permit. 

With this in view, we aim, more and more, to make the 
teaching realistic by use of objects, where practicable, by re- 
lating the work to the affairs of daily life and by introducing 
matter that will cause the pupil to observe and to think. 

In the Primary Schools, the Kindergarten spirit and 
methods have made much progrsss in late years. They still 
seem to me to come short of what they might do in the use of 
occupations, or so called busy work. It is absolutely essential 
that pupils who are not reciting should be kept busy. To carry 
out the purposes of the School, the work given them should 
have three requisites ; it should be allied to the recitation work, 
it should be instructive, (not simply bare repetition of what is 
well known) it should be fresh and varied. ‘To supply and use 
such work properly requires as much study as the recitation 
work and in some cases I think this is not done with enough 
care. 

One of the evils of many graded schools is the attempt to 
teach too many pupils at a time. A teacher with forty or fifty 
pupils teaches them and hears them recite as one class. This 
usually produces three bad results; the class is too large for 
the teacher to keep track of the work of all pupils and it re- 
quires so much time for all to recite that the exercise becomes 
tedious, hence many pupils waste time and really are more or 
less idle during the recitation ; so much of the time being used 
for recitation the older pupils are compelled to do an unneces- 
sary amount of study at home; in the case of the younger 
pupils, there are no periods of independent study and they fail 
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to develop self-reliance and are often helpless when they cease 
to have a teacher to rely upon. 

For these reasons I have steadily advised the teachers to 
divide each class into two divisions in the main studies and 
hear them recite separately. The majority of the teachers are 
now conducting their classes in that way and I think it will be ° 
advisible the coming year to make it a requirement in all 
classes. 


FREE TPRXT-BOOKS. 


Our city was one of the few that had not introduced the 
free text-book system, but, after the passage of the new law, 
the work was at once begun and the necessary books were sup- 
plied at the opening of schools in the Fall. The law has proved 
very welcome to the teachers 1n many ways but particularly by 
enabling them to do better work by furnishing them with a 
wider variety of books. 

In History all the pupils were not supplied with one text- 
book, as heretofore, but part of the class with one and part 
with another. ‘The subject is then presented by topics and the 
pupils led to consult both books and to use other books that 
were supplied for reference. The new law also enabled us to 
have an intermediate history in the seventh year for the class 
to read carefully and to begin the regular study of the subject 
in the eighth year. 

In Geography.a similar plan was followed, different classes 
having a different book so that when the pupil is promoted he 
may have a new book to interest him. We are trying the ex- 
periment of using a complete Geography in the fifth grade in 
place of the brief, dry, primary geographies commonly used in 
that grade. The use of topics is begun in that class and with 
‘This Continent of Ours,’’ as the Reader, the work seems 
very successful. I believe they are better thinkers and get 
more from their reading than was the case under the old plan. 
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In Reading the new law brought the greatest change of 
all, for it enabled us to have several sets of readers in the lower 
grades instead of one book only and in the higher grades the 
books bought were not regular readers but more of the nature 
of general literature with the aim of making the reading also a 
study of literature. It is our plan, after the third grade when 
the pupil has attained some facility in reading, to make the 
study of literature increasingly prominent until in the eighth 
and ninth years that shall be the chief aim of the reading lesson. 

The change has necessitated considerable additional ex- 
pense ($2,937), but the Board had no option in the matter since 
it was required by State law. It was a wise requirement, 
however, and ‘will add to the efficiency of our Schools. ‘The 
expense was necessarily larger the first year since nearly all 
the pupils had to be supplied with books. When they are once 
fully supplied the annual expense will be somewhat less unless 
the number of pupils increases very rapidly. ‘The books have 
been well cared for (more carefully than when they were owned 
by the pupils) and the results are satisfactory. In the few 
cases, where they were unnecessarily injured, the pupils have 
either bought the books or paid for the damage. Pupils who 
preferred to own their books have been allowed to purchase 
them at about cost prices; but comparatively few have done so.

THER SCHOOL AND THE LIBRARY. 


We teach children to read that we may give them a key to 
unlock the thought treasured up in the printed page. Unfortu- 
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nately it is a key that will unlock charnel houses as well as 
treasuries and upon some one there rests the heavy responsibility 
of training the child to use this key aright and to cultivate in 
him a taste for good reading. To teach a child to read without 
trying to train him to like to read only what is good, may be 
doing the child an injury instead of a benefit. Certainly, when 
one uses his power to read, only to read that which is degrad- 
ing he would much better never have learned the art. 

Part of this responsibility the school should assume ; part 
of it rests on the parents. Every parent should know what his 
child is reading and the class of reading for which he is form- 
ing a taste. It should be the parents’ privilege as well as his 
duty to direct that taste in the right direction. 

In performing their part of this work, the teachers find 
the Public Library increasingly useful. ‘Teachers and pupils 
are made particularly welcome to all that our Library contains. 
When a teacher is about to teach some special subject in His- 
tory, Geography or Literature, the resources of the Library are 
opened and numbers of books are loaned to her for use in the 
class-room. 

At times, the librarian has collected in the reception room 
all the books on a certain range of subjects and the teachers 
have been notified to come and examine them at their pleasure. 

A special list of Geographical Reading was prepared by 
Miss Adams, the librarian, and published with my last report.+ 
It met with such a hearty reception that the work is con- 
tinued in this report by the publication of a list of Historical 
Reading, with the hope that parents as well as teachers will 
use it in guiding the reading of children under their care. 


VERTICAL WRITING.

The principal innovation of the year is the introduction of

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ally and would furnish a more legible hand-writing for the 
majority of pupils, I decided to make a trial of it in the Wash- 
ington School. The classes range from the first to the fifth 
year and the older classes had already attained considerable 
facility in the Spencerian system but all were transferred to the 
Vertical. The results of the year’s trial are very satisfactory and 
the teachers are a unit in favor of the new system. At the end 
of the year specimens from each pupil were collected and laid 
before the Board with the result that a vote was passed to in- 
troduce it into all the Primary Grades the coming year. 

In closing my report, it gives me pleasure to testify to 
the hearty loyalty and faithfulness with which all connected 
with the School-system have done their work and the apprecia- 
tive spirit that has been manifested by the parents in my in- 
tercourse with them.

HIS list has been compiled for the use of teachers and 
pupils of the Public Schools, with the hope that they 
may find it of service in the teaching and studying of 

history. It contains only such works as are to be found in the 
Public Library. It being prepared for the Plainfield Schools, 
the countries most prominent in the school course have there- 
fore been made most prominent in this list. 

Such books as are especially good for school use are in- 
dicated by the asterisk at the left. Books written for young 
people are indicated by the J before the call number. 

Suggestive in teaching this study will be found :—Adams’ 
Manual of historical literature, Adams’ Study of history in 
American Colleges, Gordy and Twitchell’s Pathfinder, Green’s 
Libraries and schools, Hinsdale’s How to study and teach 
history, and Stubb’s Lectures on the study of history. Gen- 
eral reference books, valuable both to teacher and pupil are:— 
The A. L. A. Index of general literature, Brewer’s Historic 
note-book, Champlin’s Cyclopzedia of persons and_ places, 
Haydn’s Dictionary of dates, Larned’s History for ready ref- 
erence, Matson’s References for literary workers (especially 
good for historical debates), Poole’s Index of Periodicals, Put- 
nam’s World’s progress, San Francisco Public Library list of 
English prose fiction, and the Scribner- Black Atlas of the World. 
Books of reference in United States history are:—American 
encyclopeedia, Appleton’s Cyclopzedia of American biography, 
Lossing’s Cyclopzedia of U. S. history, and Winsor’s Narrative 
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and critical history. In English history:—The Dictionary of 
national biography, Encyclopeedia Brittanica, Low and Pulling’s 
Dictionary of English History, and Strutt’s Costumes of Eng- 
land. In Ancient history are Smith’s Classical dictionaries 
and the various Classical atlases. 

The arrangement is as follows:—General histories of a 
country followed by the histories of particular periods in chron- 
ological order, each period followed (1) by the biographies of 
prominent men of that period, and (2) by stories, poems, etc., 
illustrative of that period. In selecting books on any one period 
in the history of a country one should refer back to the gezeral 
histories of that country. For a more complete list of the his- 
torical works in the Library, the Library catalog should be
